The flow of oil from 
these four shallow and crudely drilled 
wells is moré than double the amount 
of oil used by Alaska which has an an- 
nual consumption of 17,500,000 gallons, 
worth more than $500,000.

CALVARY BAPTIST CHURCH. 
THE WORKS OF MEN'S RIGHTEOUSNESS

Pastor W. Leon Tucker at Calvary 
Baptist Church, preached yesterday 
evening on “A Day Without Work,” 
his text being Leviticus 16:29. “On the 
tenth day of the month ye shall do no 
work at all, for on that day shall the 

priest make an atonement for you.” 

He said in part: 

“In the heart of the book of Leviticus 
is the record of the day of all 
days. It is the day of atonement. 
Like all other things in that marvelous 
book, it shadows forth, the substance 
to come. The distant background of 
the day was Golgotha’s hill, Calvary’s 
Cross, the dying Lamb and God's judg- 
ment on sin. 

“The work of the day of atonement 
seemed unevenly divided. It was all 
thrown upon one and the others could 
do no work at all. The one upon whom 
all the work of the day fell was the 
priest. Aaron did it all. He was 
quite alone on that day. Aaron th 
sets forth the work of Jesus Christ 
when he made expiation for sin. ‘I 
looked and there was no man of the 
people, there was none with him.’ 

“He trod the wine-press alone. It 
was a work that only he as the God- 
man could accomplish. Putting away 
sin is a divine doing. The only thing 
human at the cross was our sins, 
which were laid upon Him. In the 
letter to the Hebrews we have summed 
up the isolation and separation of Jesus 
Christ to the work of atonement in 
these words, ‘When He had by Him- 
self purged our sins, He sat down at 
the right hand of the majesty on high.’ 
So far as the sinful people were con- 
cerned they could do no work on that 


“No doubt there were multitudes who 
would liked to have helped, but God 
laid the work upon one. We can do 
no work for our salvation. We can 
add nothing to His atoning work. It 
is a crucifixion to the pride of man to 
think that his works cannot bring him 
salvation, for the Scriptures declare 
‘Not by works of righteousness which 
we have done has He saved us,’ ‘Not 
by works. lest/any man should boast,’

THE LESSONS OF HISTORY AND WHAT 
THEY MEAN TO THE GROWTH 
OF CHRISTIANITY. 


Parallel with addresses to be given 
by the leaders of the great denomina- 
tions in. Southern California, at Cen- 
tral Baptist Church, on Sunday nights, 
the pastor,| Dr. Arthur 8S. Phelps, is 
preaching a morning series on “Church 
History,” of which the first discourse 
was given yesterday morning on the 
subject, “Early Days.” Taking as his 
text, “On this rock I will build my 
church, and the gates of Hades shall 
not prevail against it,”” he said: 

“History has ace moral force 
wanting even in precept. It not only 
teaches us w to live, but furnishes 
concrete illustrations of moral success 
and failure. The study of religious his- 
tory creates spiritual momentum. 
lives of great men remind us that we 
have a chance. By studying the his- 
tory of the church we learn how great 
are the foundations on which we build; 
how old are the principles for which we 
stand: how vast and honorable the fel- 
lowship to which we belong; how. cost- 
ly the price that has been paid for our 
liberty and privileges. 

“It also shows that we Baptists are 
not the only people on the face of the 
earth. The ‘Church’ to which. Christ 

ferréd in the text was no single or- 
wanieed body, but the whole congrega- 
tion of his followers in every age. A 
newspaper says question is not, 
‘Am I proud of my ancestors?’ but, 
"What would my ancestors think of 
me’ 

“There is wonderful vitality tn faith 
in Christ. It is estimated that at the 
death of John, near the end of the first 
century, there were 100,000 Christians. 
At the end of the second century, the 
number had grown to two millions, As 
a lawn ts made by cropping, furs by 
cold, and fire spreads under the wind, 
so Christianity thrives under persecu- 
tion.

Diocle- 
tian decreed that all Christian churches 
must _be destroyed, Bibles burned. 
Christians deprived of civil rights, and 
forced on pain of death to worship the 
local gods. By Constantine’s day 
Christians numbered one-tenth of the 
whole Empire's population. 
There were always plenty of Christians 
to throw to the lions. When Coleridge 
was asked if he knew of a proof of 
Christianity, he said: ‘Yes, ‘try it.”

countermarchings and displays of force in 
the neighborhood of non-union shops, appar- 
ently are inspired by the same war-spirit 
which dynamited The Times building Octo 
ber last. The local atmosphere is full of ru- 
mors of intended violence. It is a time for 
the police to be unusually alert. “An ounce 
of preven is worth a pound of cure.” 
Better employ the police force in protecting 
the lives and possessions of citizens than In 
trying to hunt down the criminals after a 
house has been burned or some father of a 
family has-been killed. 

The lawbreakers and trouble-breeders are 
greatly encouraged by the progress of events 
at Sacramento where they have succeeded In 
getting from the Legislature measures in- 
tended to promote their game of intolerance 
and intimidation and by the current move 
ments of: local politicians they apparently 
are full of the assurance that it is their 
innings. They have grown particularly bold 
in the past week for some reason or other 
and seem to think they can threaten, bull- 
doze and maim without molestation. We 
believe that their assurance is unfounded. 
The municipal administration has shown a 
disposition to insist on order and to curb 
outbreaks of lawlessness, and the temper of 
this community will not stand for anything 
else. 

It is our opinion that the menacing pa- 
rades of pickets and the assaults on non- 
anion workors in Los Angeles are @ part of 
a campaign of attempted intimidation. The 
local “reds” realize that the bloody happen- 
ings on the border, besides causing a flight 
of alarmed Mexicans and from 
the northern States of Mexico this side 
of the line, have aroused a general feeling of 
dread and apprehension, such as always 
comes with war, and that Low Angeles is 
not free from this nervousness. They fancy 
that they can avail themselves of the gen- 
eral anxiety and make inroads on the firm-

The soc c “I-Won't-Work” allies 
of the Mexican insurrectos are accusing 
President Taft of jingoism for policing our 
frontier so as to prevent violations of our 
neutrality laws. An inconsiderate cross-vi- 
sioned writer in a New York journal, says: 
“Civil war is in progfess in Mexico. What 
business is that of ours? It was not consid- 
ered by us that it was any of England's 
business to interfere with us in our Civil 
War, and the Board of Arbitration at Ge 
neva made her pay heavily for having done 
so.” 

Where was the editor of the leading New 
York daily when that stuff was handed in 
by an asinine writer? Was his waste bas 
ket full? Was his starboard pedoneum so 
afflicted with corns and bunions that he was 
unable to kick the man out of the office? 

There has been no “civil war in Mexico” 
since Juarez and Maximilian battled to de- 
termine whether that country should be an 
empire or a republic. There are some scat- 
tered bands of bi-national cut-throats and 
chicken thieves in northern Mexico whose 
purpose is pillage, especially pillage of resi- 
dent gringoes. An insurrection does not be- 
come a civil war until some nation recog- 
nizes a condition of belligerency. 

England did not pay $15,000,000 for inter- 
fering in our Civil War, for she never in- 
terfered by word or deed, She might have 
interfered when Mason and Slidell were 
taken from the deck of the Trent, if Victo- 
ria had not laid a restraining hand on Lord 
Palmerston and said, “You shall not arrry 
Efigiand on the side of slavery.” 

England paid $16,000,000 for not doing 

what President Taft is doing on the Mex- 
ican border. She paid $15,000,000 for violat- 
ing the law of nations by permitting the 
Alabama to sail out of Liverpeol with the 
avowed purpdse of preying upon our com- 
merce. President Taft is guarding against 
a bill being presented hereafter by Mexico 
for damages inflicted on property in Mexico 
by marauders from Texas, Mexican-Amer- 
icans from Arizona, hen-roost robbers from 
California, and I-Won't-Workers from Colo- 
rado. 
Uncle Sam is not “intervening” in Mexico. 
He is preventing illicit and illegal interven- 
tion and the Diaz government approves of 
his action and is grateful for it. 


ANUFACTURING COTTON GOODS. 
In the year 1880 there were in the 
thern States 542,000 cotton spindles and 
88,000 bales of cotton were used. In 1890 
there were 1,554,000 spindles and 540,000 
bales of cotton were used. In 1900 the num- 
ber of spindles increased to 4,390,000 and 
the cotton used amounted to 1,523,000 bales. 
In 1910 the spindles had increased to over 
10,000,000 and the cotton used to 2,250,000 
bales, exceeding the amount of cotton used 
in all the rest of the United States. 
. The market for these goods is almost ex- 
clusively a home market. We export less 
than 3% per cent. of all the exports of man- 
ufactured cotton goods in the world. China, 
Japan and South America buy their cotton 
goods in Europe where these goods are 
made with cheaper labor, and only a high 
protective tariff enables the American cot- 
ton manufacturer to retain the home mar- 
ket. Even with the high tariff, some cotton 
goods are imported into this country. Ocean 
freights are so low and labor is so cheap in 
England that the manufacturer of cotton 
goods jp Manchester, England, can import 
bale’of cotton from New Orleans, make it 
into@stockings, send the stockings to New 
Orleans, pay the duty: on them, and sell 
them to be worm by the planter who raised 
the cotton from which they were made.
